Four men, Including a Detroit 


police 
sergeant, were killed 


Monday in two separate shoot- 
ing incidents Involving police- 
men and civilians. 


In Los Angeles, two seriously 


wounded policemen killed three 
of four men in a brief but fu- 
rious gunbattle after the officers 
began a routine check of a car. 


In Detroit a gunfight that ap- 


parently began as a domestic 
quarrel climaxed In the death of 
the sergeant and the wounding 
of two other policemen and two 
civilians. 


The shooting occurred in Jef- 


fries Homes, a low-Income hous- 
ing project In a predominantly 
Negro neighborhood but Police 
Commissioner Johannes Spreen 
said that the Incident was not 
racial. 


Authorities in York, Pa., re-

check by a new computer hun- 
dreds of miles away In Washing- 
ton, D.C., reported that the driv- 
er was wanted In a half-milllon- 
dollar New York bank robbery. 


Unusual? Not any longer, said 


the FBI Monday In reporting on 
the first 18 months operation of 
the National Crime Information 
Center. 


The FBI called the center, lo- 


cated near its headquarters In 
the capital, "the greatest ad- 
vance in law enforcement in 25 
years" and said it's responsible 
for 500-600 arrests or recoveries 
of stolen property each month. 


The big computer is the guts 


of the center, which serves as a 
warehouse of facts on 586,000 
wanted men, stolen cars, miss- 
Ing guns, and hundreds of other 
items bearing serial numbers. 


The center provides almost in- 


stantaneous 
information 
to 


more than 700 police depart- 
ments in 43 states, the District 
of Columbia and Canada, 


Hawaii will be hooked up to 


the system Aug. 9 and by the 
end of the year all 50 states will 
"subscribe." 


The FBI said notices of stolen 


cars or descriptions of fugitives 
and missing property are fed 
electronically by police agencies 
Into one of 62 terminals. These 
terminal points relay the Infor- 
mation to the $l-million center 
in Washington. 


California alone has 300police 


departments which feed infor- 
mation into one terminal. New 
York state has about 140 agen- 
cies 
which 
run 
their 
data 


through two relay points. 


The FBI said police in the 


smallest communities may ben- 
efit from the computer. All they 
need is a teletype unit and 
somebody who can type. What- 
ever Information they have, or 
require, is sent by teletype mes- 
sage to the nearest terminal, 
and an answer from the bank 
can be flashed back in seconds. 


The FBI envisages more uses 


for the computer, 


Already being researched Is a 


system 
whereby 
fingerprints 


could be identified at the push 
of a button, 


And a boon to banks and those 


companies dealing with stocks 
and bonds would be an instant 
identification process of such se- 
rialized paper assets, 


"We can foresee the day wlien 


a bank teller, for Instance, 
would be able to have identified 
as legal or stolen any money or- 
der or draft presented to her 
over the counter for cash— and 
in only as long as it takes for 
the customer to sign his name!"

alrymen combed a Viet Cong 
hideout in mangrove swamps 23 
miles west of Saigon today, 
seeking an enemy force that air 
strikes, artillery and helicopter 
gunships had pounded through 
the night. 


Early reports said the troops 


of the 1st Air Cavalry Division 
found 
12 enemy bodies in a 


grave, but the toll was expected 
to rise as the sweep progressed, 
American officers said. 


"Intelligence 
reports said a 


Viet Cong battalion-perhaps as 
many as 300 men— were in the 
hideout when the helicopters 
landed nearly 1,000 Americans 
late Monday three miles from 
the Oriental River, a key infil- 
tration corridor from Cambodia. 


The U.S. Command said the 


air cavalrymen cordoned off the 
area and pushed the enemy 
force toward the river until con- 
tact was broken about 4 a.m.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) -

M. Nixon's backers, 


pegging their first ballot presi- 
dential nomination hopes on late 
roll call switches, have been 
told they probably won't get any 
help from Ohio Gov.

Told of McWhorter's estimate, 


Rhodes said he is holding fast 
to his noncommitted stance as a 
favorite son, controlling; the 58- 
vote Ohio delegation. 


But he implied strongly that 


Nixon will have to look else- 
where for any needed margin at 
the end of the first count. 


"Let's see what they can do 


on the first ballot," Rhodes 
said. "Then we will figure out 
what we will do."

House committee today blamed

bookkeeping and bad 


planning with hobbling the Alli- 
ance for Progress program of 
Latin American aid.

Development funds to be frit- 
tered away unnoticed, the re- 
port said. 
.u.-Tiia report;was prepared after 
a subcommittee headed by Rep.

Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Colom-

Panama, Peru and Vene- 


zuela last January. 


As an example of what It said 


shoddy auditing can do, the 
committee cited 
a 
program, 


started in 1963, to build 1,000 
classrooms, 4 normal schools, 3 
supervisory centers, 10 indus- 
trial workshops and 10 medical- 
dental units in Piaui, northeast 
Brazil. 


The report said that three 


years later the first audit of the 
project was made. Seventy per 
cent of available money had al- 
ready been spent, only 18 per 
cent of the planned classrooms 
had 
even 
been 
started and 


"most of the completed schools 
were already in need of mainte- 
nance," the report said. None of 
the industrial or medical cen- 
ters had been started. 


The report said ". . .millions 


of dollars have been wasted on 
AD projects because of poor 
planning and faulty estimates." 
The U.S. has contributed $9.9 
billion to the alliance as of last 
year.

Proving Pain 


As the result of an auto accident, 


you are left with continuing pains 
in your shoulder. 


At least, so you say. But the 


driver of the other car thinks you 
are faking. If it comes to a show- 


piration. It may even put "extra 
zigzags into his electrocardiogram. 


Moreover, a doctor can learn 


much simply by watching a pa- 
tient's expression. As one judge 
put it: 


"There arc symptoms of pain 


that write their story on one's 
countenance as clearly as lightning 
scribbles in the sky." 


Will a court listen also to the 


non-scientific observations of a lay- 
man? Generally yes, because these 
too may be revealing. 


• 
Thus, in one case, an accident 


victim's pain was proven through 
the testimony of a fellow patient 
in his hospital room. The patient 
vividly recalled the victim's moans, 
groans, and weeping. 


Of course, any method of prov- 


ing that pain is present may also 
be used to prove that it is absent. 
Both instruments and observation, 
both doctor and layman may—in 
proper circumstances—help to ex- 
pose false complaints. 


One woman, claiming injury in 


a bus accident, said she had severe 
pains in her back. But a doctor 
noticed that when he was touching 
that area, she winced far too much 
in some places and far too little in 
others.
